Liane  said  the  rationale  for  SJBHD  partnering  with  CDPE1E,  rather  than  applying  directly  to 
EPA,  was  driven  primarily  by  two  factors:  (1)  lower  administrative  costs  going  through 
CDPE1E  and  (2)  reinforces/validates  the  multi-governmental  “branding”  begun  under 
current  response,  i.e.,  SJBHD  is  working  with  CDPHE  and  EPA  to  “shine  a light  on  a 
health  condition  that  we  all  need  to  work  together  to  address.  We  all  want  to  keep  SJBHD 
families  healthy.”
